“law and order” 
man. He wa* noted for vigorous 
prosecution 
of

decorum. 
Liddy once fired a gun in court 
(it contained blanks) to maka 
a point. 
He entered the political wars

Joseph Y. Resnick 
had become tha district’s first 
Democratic

Liddy appealed to “the people 
who work and wash; who are 
sucked dry by taxes, victimised 
by coddled criminals, given a 
big smile on election day and 
then contemptuously ignored for 
the next two years.” 
But, it was not to be. Fish 
declared shortly afterward and 
went on to defeat Liddy in a 
Republican Primary in June of 
1968 by some 4.400 votes. For 
awhile, it was not clear whether 
Liddy would continue to run; 
he was still the candidate of 
the Conservative Party. Liddy 
took a month off to think about 
running, 
stating his decision

Continuing 
the saga 
of Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller's ideological turn 
about, perhaps his revisionism over the 
state university sy stem is even more 
ey e-opening than the hard line the gov­ 
ernor has espoused on narcotics. 
It wasn’t too many y ears ago when 
observers recall Rockefeller casting a 
covetous ey e upon California’s ex ten­ 
sive laby rinth of higher educational 
facilities. 
Acting on the principle of 
whatever California can do—we can 
do better. New Yorkers were eventual­ 
ly underwriting the most 
elaborate 
educational sy stem the country has 
ever seen. 
Fancy and fanciful phy sical plants 
dotted the landscape across the state; 
tens of thousands of students were 
enrolled, 
processed 
and 
eventually 
graduated, only to be followed by suc­ 
ceeding waves of their kind: and the 
rosters of faculty are likened to an 
academic population ex plosion. 
The idea, in essence, was laudable 


but its ex ecution, in reality , left some­ 


thing to be desired. 
Cost overruns, 


ex cessive spending and sheer waste­ 


ful practices, in many cases, became 


the norm rather than the ex ception— 


and the beleaguered tax pay er was al­ 
way s there to foot the bill. 


Now the governor, ever conscious of 
trends in public thinking, has proposed 
the naming of an inspector-general to 
oversee the state university sy stem 
with economy being taught as 
the 
golden rule. 


Notwithstanding the plaints and be- 
wailings of some academicians. The 
Freeman thinks the governor's proposal 
should be followed through. Those ad­ 
ministrators who run a tight, efficient 
ship certainly have nothing to fear, 
while those who believed they were 
an ivory tower unto themselves might 
well learn the lesson that it is the tax ­ 
pay er's money they are spending—or 
face removal.

As 
far as final results are con­ 
cerned, it might just as well never 
have happened. But the last word has 
been neither spoken nor written on the 
bizarre episode which resulted in the 
arrest of seven men following an al­ 
leged attempt to wiretap Democratic 
National Headquarters in Washington 
on the night of J une 17 . 


The men went on trial Monday and 
developments at that court case could 
affect far more than the seven de­ 
fendants. Also on trial, in a sense, is 
the issue of confidence of the Amer­ 
ican public in the nation's leaders and 
in the political process that makes 
them leaders. 


A recent Harris poll showed that 
public confidence in government of­ 
ficials is at a low ebb. far off the 
mark recorded just 
six y ears 
ago. 
The figures are alarming. 


Only 28 per cent of the Americans 
questioned said they had a great deal 
of confidence in the United States Su­ 
preme Court, only 27 per cent had con­ 
fidence in the ex ecutive branch which, 
of course, 
includes the presidency , 
and only 21 per cent had confidence in 
Congress. 


The basic question being asked is 
how effective a democracy can be 
without the support of its citizenry . Tt 
goes without say ing that should truth 
be found in the charges of widespread 
political spy ing, public confidence is 
bound to diminish further. 


There have been many charges since 
five men were seized in the plush 
apartment complex in the dead of the 
night, carry ing devices to tap tele­ 
phones, cameras, crisp new $100 bills 
and 
wearing rubber gloves. 
Subse­ 
quently two more men were picked up, 
both high in Republican circles. 
One 
has already pled guilty . 
The spectrum of allegations ranges 
from Democratic charges of espionage 
and widespread GOP effort to sabotage 
the campaign to the Republican defi­ 
nition of a mere isolated incident. 
In addition to the current trial, it is 
possible that both branches of Con­ 
gress will conduct separate probes too. 
Efforts to initiate such probes during 
the campaign failed. It’s just as well 
that they did. While it will be impos­ 
sible to completely divest a political 
tinge from such investigations, at least 
they 
will 
be conducted minus 
the 
heated atmosphere of a harsh pres­ 
idential campaign. 
Since the congressional hearings are 
scheduled to be conducted by com­ 
mittees headed by Democratic Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy and Democratic 
Rep. Wright Patman, it is certain that 
the strongest possible pressure will be 
brought to bear to unearth every facet 
of the case . 
But this should be welcomed along 
with whatever will develop at the trial. 
Only by a complete airing of the case 
and by a fair application of the Amer­ 
ican standards of justice, after all the 
facts are in, can there be hope for a 
restoration and/or 
elevation of the 
nation’s ever-so-important moral and 
ethical tone.

Ro ckefeller’s bill calling fo r 
mandato ry life impriso nment fo r sellers o f hard drugs and 
fo r perso ns who co mmit v io lent crimes while under the 
influence o f hard drugs runs the gamut fro m a “ damn go o d 
thing” to “ strictly o ppo sed.” 
A po ll o f nearly 4 0 area residents sho wed an almo st 
ev en three-way split o f o pinio ns co ncerning the legislatio n 
intro duced by Go v erno r Ro ckefeller W ednesday in Albany . 
In additio n to the two ex tremes o f tho se co mpletely in 
fav o r o f o r o ppo sed to the bill', the ex istence o f a third 
v iew held by a substantial number o f peo ple became ev ident. 
These perso ns are in fav o r o f life impriso nment fo r the 
no n-addict pusher, but are o ppo sed to such measures being 
used to deal with the drug addict who sells drugs o r co mmits 
v io lent crimes to suppo rt his habit. 
The third gro up wo uld like to see the addict rehabilitated 
if at all po ssible. 


“ I’m abso lutely in fav o r o f life impriso nment fo r the 
pushers,” said Charles Andrews o f Kingsto n in reactio n 
to the initial questio ns co ncerning the bill. Ho wev er, when 
it was po inted o ut that the bill wo uld make addict pushers 
subject to the same penalty , Andrews said, “ That puts it 
in a co mpletely different light.”

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“ It’s no t fair fo r the addicts,” said a Kingsto n wo man 
who wo uld no t identify herself, “ They do n’t kno w what 
they ’re do ing.

“ I believ e in stro ng measures.” said ano ther Kingsto n 
man, “ But y o u hav e to take into acco unt the instances 
where a perso n is wro ngly co nv icted. There are apt to be 
a lo t o f men put away fo r life who do n’t deserv e it.” 
“ I’m strictly against it,” said a W o o dsto ck wo man. “ The 


peo ple need help, no t punishment. It sho uld be treated as 
a sickness, no t a sin. One o f the treatments is o ccupatio n.

career, according to Scholastic 
Magazines Inc., whose National

42.U00 students in more than 2.- 
O0D schools. The poll was tak en 
in the November issues of two 
of 
the 
organization’s 
m aga­ 
zines. 
Of the rem ainder. 31 per cent 
of the students said they would 
not be inclined to join, while 35 
per cent said they were not 
sure. 
The students, in answer to 
why they would join, said most 
often that they expected good 


pay and a chance to travel 
(with good pay more im portant 
to the boys and travel oppor­ 
tunities more important to the 
girls).

their country and the chance

were the third and fourth most- 
cited reasons. 
The institute conducts a na­ 
tional poll of student opinion on 
various questions four tim es a 
year.

On policemen, 39 per cent felt 
they treated young people with 


friendliness 
and 
courtesy,

per cent thought them fairly 
harsh and unsympathetic, and 
38 per cent had no opinion.

Ancient Eiffel To wer... 
A Clea n Eill o f Hea lth

PARIS(AP) — Paris without 
the Eiffel Tower? 
“ Impossible,” said a visitor 
lining up for a climb to the top. 
“Outrageous," exclaimed an 
other. 
“ Why, it would be lik e Paris 
without sex.” said a bachelor 
from Madrid. 
He needn’t fear 
Sex is in 
Paris to stay, as far as anyone 
can tell. And officials who run 
the Eiffel Tower maintain it 
also will stay despite reports 
that rust is 
gnawing 
at the 
beams and it would be cheaper 
to tear it down than repair it. 
The widely circulated reports 
were said to be based on a gov 
ernm ent study. To k nock them 
down, custodians of the 84 year 
old 
tower 
produced 
an 
ava­ 
lanche of figures to show the 


tower is in good health, physi­ 
cally and financially. 
For an expenditure of $3 mil­ 
lion last year, the Societe de la 
Tour Eiffel—which has a con­ 
cession from the city to operate 
the tower until 1979—reported a 
net profit of $84.577. 
Because the tower is made of 
iron and not steel, its beams do 
not rust internally. Very few 
outward signs of corrosion have 
been 
spotted 
during 
periodic 
check s, the company said. 
Officials said the tower, near­ 
ly as high as the Empire State 
Building, will last for another 
century once a fiveyear. $5.8 
million 
maintenance 
program 
is completed. 
Andre Garroux, a Societe de 
la Tour Eiffel director who has 
been involved in running the 
tower for 20 years, issues these 
statistics: 
Although it weighs 7,000 tons 


and stands 1.049 feet high, the 
tower exerts a pressure on the 
ground equal to that of an aver­ 
age man sitting in a chair. 
A scale model one foot high 
would weigh less than an air 
mail letter, and the tower itself 
weighs the same as a column 
of air of the same height and 
base—all of which is a tribute 
to the engineering 
genuis of 
Gustave Eiffel. 
The fuss about the tower’s 
durability is ironical, since it 
was never meant to last ir the 
first place. 
Eiffel 
who also designed the 
interior trusswork in the Statue 
of Liberty—conceived the tower 
only to draw visitors to the 
Paris 
Ehixbition in 
189. The 


general assumption was that ! 
would be torn down, lik e a fei 
ris wheel, once the exhibitio 
was over. 
Eiffel obtained 
a 
long-terr 
concession on the tower. In th 
first year, almost two millio 
people visited it and he recot 
ered the construction cost c 
7 4 million gold francs withi 
six months. 
The tower now belongs to th 
city of Paris and is insured fo 
$50 million against total loss. 
About 60 million visitors fror 
France and practically ever 
country in the world have vis 
ited it. Last year a record 2. 
million persons climbed to th 
top for a view of P aris and sui 
rounding count yside.

The major maintenance fact 
about a brick wall is that it 
requires almost none, according 
to the Structural Clay Products 
Institute, the national authority 
on brick and tile construction. 
In addition to providing good 
insulation 
and 
being 
widely 
recognized 
as the 
most 
fire 
resistant wall available, brick 
does not corrode, rot, 
warp, 
split or dent. And it never has 
to be painted, SCPI say s. 
Other 
than 
an 
occasional 
cleaning to remove stains, the 
brick 
wall 
only 
requires 
touching up in the form of 
pointing" 
about 
every 
35 
y ears. In pointing, any loose 
mortar is removed from the 
joints and new mortar is added. 
Most brick stains are caused 
by something being spilled on 
the brick. Many of these can 
be 
removed 
with 
a 
good 
household 
cleaner. 
However, 
SCPI points out, such stains 
should be cleaned as soon as 
possible after the spill is made. 
After they are absorbed by the 
porous brick, they are much 
more difficult to remove. 
Dirt which accumulates on 
brick walls over the y ears may 
be removed by high-pressure 
steam, sand blasting, high pres­ 
sure cold water, 
a combination 
of chemical and steam, and hand 
washing. Most homes and other 
small buildings are cleaned by 
hand 
washing 
with 
soap or 
detergent and cold water. 
While cleaning brick wall Is 
a rather simple process that is 
required 
very 
infrequently , 
SCPI say s that the appearance 
of many brick buildings has 
been 
irreparably 
m arred 
by 
improper cleaning. One of the 
major 
causes 
of 
improper 


cleaning, SCPI states, is the 
failure to saturate the brick 
wall 
thoroughly 
with 
water 
before the cleaning agent is 
applied. 
This 
is 
particularly 
true 
when 
an 
acid cleaning 
agent is used. When the brick 
is not saturated with water, the 
cleaning agent is absorbed by 
the brick and mortar and may 
result in “mortar smear" or 
staining of the brick. 
The second major cause of 
improper cleaning is the use of 
an overly strong acid solution, 
particularly 
on 
the 
lighter 
shades of brick. Acid solutions 
which are too strong tend to 
discolor masonry and promote 
the development erf green or 
brown stains. 
The failure to protect windows 
and trim is another major cause 
of 
improper 
cleaning. 
Many 
cleaning 
agents, 
particularly 
acids, have a corrosive effect 
on metal window frames and 
painted surfaces. 
As 
a 
general 
rule, 
SCPI 
recommends acid solutions to 
clean brick only when other 
cleaning 
agents 
have 
failed. 


Also, SCPI say ? that the minute 
quantities of certain mineral^ 
that nature puts into some of 
the clay s, which make brick 
will 
react to some 
cleaning 
agents 
and 
cause 
staining. 
Therefore, it recommends that 
any cleaning agent be applied 
to a .small wall area as a test 
before tf?e entire brick wall is 
cleaned. At least ¿i week should 
be allowed to pass in order to 
judge 
whether 
the 
cleaning 
agent has any adverse effects 
on the brick.

Self-Portrait of a Village—A Readers Delight 


IRVINGTON-ON-HUDSON 
In true community spirit, the 
historical Hudson River village 
of Irvington, has just published 
an unusual book — one about 
Itself. And, after reading it, 
TEMPO 
is 
convinced 
every 
community should do the same. 
L e t t e r s , 
commentaries, 
reminiscences, photographs and. 
not least the talents of local 
residents were combined to pro­ 
duce WOLFERT’S ROOST. It 
is the first book of the Washing­ 
ton Irving Press, a non profit 
corporation established by those 
who played an active role in 
creating its first title. Lavishly 
illustrated, the 151-page book is 
an important aspect of the 1972 
celebration of the centennial of 
the village’s incorporation. 
WOLFERTS ROOST is in­ 
tended, say its compilers, "to 
sketch a portrait of a village, 
not to write its history." It is 
"an album of what people have 
done on the nearly 2,000 acres 
that make up the village of 
Irvington." 
Stabbed at M 
T h e 
book 
traces 
the 


development of a community 
and the peopie who formed it. 
One of the earliest citizens to 
turn up on the rent rolls was 
Captain John Buckhout, 
who 
"m arried twice, lived to the age 
of 103, and left the prodigious 
number of 240 decendants when 
he died in 1785." During the 
Revolutionary 
War, 
Captain 
Buckhout, then a venerable 94, 
fought a plundering sailor from 
a British ship and was stabbed. 
Other lively characters from 
the past include "The Asphalt 
King” 
and 
assorted 
other 
wealthy "swells” who discover­ 
ed the area during the Gay 
Nineties 
and 
built 
elaborate 
homes there. 
A famous resident of our 
century was George Washington 
Hill, "advertising genius and 
the maker of Lucky Strikes, he 
revolutionized AiQgrican smok­ 
ing habits. His home in Arling­ 
ton had tobacco plants in the 
flower beds." Another, Sarah J. 
Walker, one of America's great 
black tycoons, built a mansion 
called Villa Lewaro which be­ 
came the "cultural capital of 
black America. 


Johann 
Stolting, a 
hermit, 
was a familiar village figure 
in the 1880’s who "had his own 
coffin made of local chestnut 
wood arid used it as his bed 
for a number of years before 
it assumed its eternal function. 
His grave is only a few hundred 
feet west of the Saw Mill River 
P a r k w a y , 
which 
was 
deliberately 
swerved 
in 
the 
vicinity to avoid disturbing it 
— the only marked grave in 
the village of Irvington.” 
Most Famous Citizen 
The most famous citizen was 
America’s first great writer for 
whom the village is named. In 
1835 Washington Irving bought 
a 
century-old 
Dutch 
cottage 
called "Wolfert’s Roost,” later 
to be expanded and renamed 
.Sunnyside, where he lived until 
his death in 1859. 
"Aesthetically the village of 
Irvington offers a spectrum of 
American architecture," write 
the 
book’s 
compilers. 
"Its 
houses range in pattern from 
the simplicity 
of 
the 
pre- 
Revolutionary salt-box, through 
the complexities 
of 
Hudson 
River 
Gothic, 
Hudson River 


bracketed, 
Octagon, 
mid 19th 
c e n t u r y 
Italianate, 
Greek 
Revival, split-level ranch, and 
contemporary 
glass." 
Many 
homes, mansions and castles 
are illustrated in the book. 
Beginning with a fragmentary 
manuscript of Wolfert Lock­ 
wood, 
late 
historian 
of 
the 
village, the volume evolved into 
an 
anthology 
which 
in 
its 
published 
form 
includes 
247 
illustrations and 16 maps. Every 
contributor 
to 
"WOLFERT’S 
ROOST” is a professional and 
a local resident. Priced at $7 .95, 
the 
book 
is 
distributed 
by 
Columbia University Press. 
Located 22 miles north of New 
York City with a population of 
more than 6,000, Irvington to­ 
day is described by its inhabi­ 
tants as a community "where 
residents still know not only 
each other by name, but know 
the names of cats and dogs as 
well." 
"Wolfert’s Roost" is a nifty 
book, and TEMPO can only 
hope other communities will fol­ 
low suit, for tomes of the type 
make for total reading pleasure.
